Chicago, Jan. 3—Nicholas Senn, 


one of the most widely known sur- 
geons in the United States, died here 
Thursday. (Dr. Senn 
was chief sur- 


geon of the Sixth Army corps during 
the Spanish war, and was chief of the 
operating staff of the army in the 
field. He wds the author of many 
medical works and was generally con- 
sidered one of the foremost Operating 
surgeons of the country. During the 
last two years ill health had debarred 
lum from much, active practice.

The check was a counter check and 


was signed by A. H. Heisey & Co. It 
was -written with a lead pencil and 
the word twelve was begun with a 
small -letter and spelled "twlve."

wk« made payable to Frank Wilson 
and was so indorsed on the back. It 
wf.s a very crude .piece of work and' 
any one at first glance at it would, 
or should have "had their suspicions 
aroused. 
IJr. Brillhart has cashed 


many checks for customers at vari- 
ous tames .and. states that he was; un- 
der the impression that the 
young 


u;sn presenting the paper was not a 
stranger to him. For that reason he 
only glanced at it casually but after 
the fellow had stepped out of the 
door scrutinized it more closely with 
tne result that he discovered it was a
